1 . This office action is in response to the amendment filed on June 14, 2004, in which 
claims 1-51 are presented for examination. 



Response to Arguments 
2. Applicant's arguments filed June 14, 2004, with respect to claims 1-51 have been fully 
considered and are persuasive.

2. Claims 1-5 1 are allowable in light of the applicant's arguments and in light of the prior 
art made of record.

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Upon searching a 
variety of databases, the examiner respectfully submits that -receiving user input indicating a 
selected source file having a source file format and a selected destination file format, wherein the 
data structure indicates one available transform to transform the selected source file format to the 
selected destination file format and transforming the selected source file in the source file format 
to the selected destination file in destination file format— in the method of claim 1, 4 and 14; in 
the system of claim 18, 21 and 3 1; and in the article of manufacture including code of claim 38, 
and 48 for transforming file from a source file format, in conjunction with all other limitations of 
the dependent and independent claims are not taught nor suggested by the prior art of record
